The pathos of his
passing has ben accentuated by the
death of his slster, Anna. Always
she was at his bedside in times of
slcknees and she was kneeling near
him when he breathed his last. T

The sister was assisted from the
room and collapsed soon afterwards.
Dr Amicl attended her but alarming
symptoms developed, with high tevur
from which she did not rally.

From flve to seven o'clock this
evening, the body lay in state in the
throne room, to which all classes
were admitted. A great crowd clad
in black entered the throne room,
reverently praying and many weep.'
ing.

It Is reported that the pope left
nothing to his family, but shortly be-
fore his death he arranged for 310,-
000 life ingurance in favor of his sis-
ters. The will . waa read today in the
presence of Cardinal Merry del Val,'
but it was not officially made public.!
